Mischief of Irishmen. 


What there is to say this week about British 
polities refers chiefly to America. A swell but 
noisy group of Irish-Americans who have re- 
cently been’ striving to reanimate the dry 
bones. of Parnellism may not have 
achieved much at home, but it looks 
as if had managed to do a 
melancholy lot of mischief here on this side 
of the water, the Redmonds and other Par- 
nellite bosses being led by the recent splurge 
in New York into the belief that plenty of 
money is going to be raised for them.

The final agreement. had 
been that they should get £14,000 and that 
the remaining £20,000 should go to the Na- 
tionalists to be applied to the original pur- 
pose of supporting evicted tenants.

fund. Now, in the belief that money is going 
to be raised for them in America, they have 
rejected instead the whole arrangement, 
their notion being that no evicted tenant’s re- 
lief bill will ‘be: passed by Parliament this 
year and that the expense of maintaining 
these honieless people will seriously embar- 
tase the Nationalist treasury. People versed 
in New York City politics will recognize this 
sort of strategy as familiar, but it is impossi- 
ble that the Irish race in America should en- 
joy seeing it thus shamelessly engrafted upon 
the great historic home rule movement.

having never beén absent nor tardy —

Edna Ross, the young woman who made this 
marvelous record, was born Dec. 21, 1874. 
She started to school Sept. 12, 1881, and for 
twelve long A ip uty she has responded promptly 
to the call of the school bell, never failing in 
the thousands of roll calls, and has faithfully 
met every requirement of her teachers. Dur- 
ing her high school course she led her class 
and —— carried away the honors of valedic- 
evar ge “re for highest scholarship. The 
Education recognized her faithful. 
ness by presenting her with a handsome Mal- 
tesé cross medal upon her graduation. 
In this connection it may be remarked that 
the Fairbury schools are remarkable for the 
unctuality and regularity of attendance of 
ts pupils. With an enrollment of nearly 600, 
to ng a state of efficiency and promptness 
have the schools been wn that more than 
half the rooms every month have no cases of 
tardiness, and there have been numerous 
months when there have been but from one 
to thrée cases among the 600 pupils.

ANOTHER OPEN SUNDAY AT THE FAIR. 

The Fair will be opened today, not merely 
because Judge Stein’s injunction - forbidding 
the directors to close it is still in force, but be- 
cause the United States Judges refused yester- 
day to make a restraining order to close it to- 
day. Therefore nothing except bad weather 
can interfere with a large attendance at Jack- 
son Park. There is every reason to believe 
that there will be more people there, weather 
permitting, than a week ago. Many persons 
who went there last Sunday heard frequent re- 
marks from fellow-passengers to the effect 
that they were not quite sure that the Exposi- 
tion really, would be open. In spite of the 
positive statements in the papers they were 
not sure but something would turn up at 
the last moment to disappaint them. Many 
went to the Fair with that fear, and very many 
more kept away because of it. There is no 
room today for such apprehensions, and the 


1 railroads and the boats might as well prepare 


themselves for an immense business. 

At the same time that Judges Woods, Jenk- 
ins, and Grosscup refused the restraining 
order asked for they announced that they 
could not give their decision on the bill of the 
District Attorney until Thursday.

WHAT IS THE “ AMERICAN SABBATH ”? 

Several’ persons in Chicago and elsewhere 
have been justifying their clamor for the clos- 
ing of the Fair on the first day of the week on 
the groynd that they were defending what 
they called the *‘ American Sabbath.” What 
they mean thereby they have never defined 
with accuracy, perhaps because it would have 
puzzled them to do so. They have spoken 
vaguely, and have sought to create the im- 
pression that their *‘ American Sabbath ”’ was 
something which had come down unaltered 
from the times when English-speaking people 
first settled in this country, and that it had 
always been the same in all parts of the 
United States. 

On the contrary, the manner fn ‘which the 
first day of the week has been observed and 
the laws made to enforce its observance have 
undergone a constant change, and even the 
period of time called Sunday is not what it 
was. At present: in this and other States 
“‘Sunday includes the time from midnight to 
midnight.”?> At an earlier day it began. at 
Saturday sunset and ran until. Sunday sun- 


_ | set. For it is said in Genesis that “ the

evening and the morning were the first day.” 
All labor and recreation ceased when the sun 
went down Saturday. When,a century ago, 
the Massachusetts Legislature defined Sunday 
as running from midnight to midnight, there 
was an outcry that it was tampering with the 
** Sabbath,” was setting itself up as greater 
than the Creator, and the fear was expressed 
that the final result would be the total abolf- 
tion of'the Lord’s day. 

' Twoanda half centuries ago. the observ- 

ance of the “‘ Américan Sabbath,” beginning 
at Saturday sunset, was enforced thus: 


Whosoever shall profane the Lord’s day or any \ 


part of it either by sinful or servile work, or by 
unlawful sport, recreation, or otherwise, whether 
| willfully or in careless neglect, shall be duly pun- 
nished by fine, imprisonment, or corporally ac- 
cording to the nature and measure of the sin and 
offense. But if the court upon .examination, by 
clear, satisfying evidence, find the sin was 
proudly, presumptuously, and with a high hand 


committed against the known command and au- | 


thority of the blessed God, such person therein 
despising and reproaching the Lord shall be put 
to death that all others may fear and shun such 
provoking rebellious course.. Numbers 16, from 
80 to 36 verses. 

A century and a half later the Sunday laws 
In the New England States, be- 
sides ordering that tradesmen, artificers, and 
others should not work on that day, it was 
provided that— 

‘No person shall drive a team or travel on said 
day, nor shall any person go from his or her 
place of abode on the Lord's day unless to or 
from the public worship of God, ieee mg be on 
some work of necessity or merey. If any number 
of persons shall convene or meet together in 
company or companies on the street or elsewhere 
‘on the evening next before or after the Lord's 
day, on being thereof convicted, they shall be 
fined or set in the stocks, provided always that 
this act shall not be construed to hinder the 
meeting of such persons upon any religious occa- 
sions. That whosoever shall be convicted of any 
profanation of the Lord’s day and shall, being

DISCOVERING THE LEAKS. 

The estimate of the number of people at 
Jackson Park last Sunday, made by the’re- 
porters and others, was much in excess.of the 
number of admissions on tickets and passes. 
It was assumed at first that the reporters had 
exaggerated, but the returns njade by thie dif- 
ferent roads and the steamboat lines showed 
that the estimated attendance of 200,000. was 
none too large. This set the directors. to 
thinking, and they put detectives to. work 
whose reports show that last Tuesday fifty-two 
persons got in free in three hours at one of 
what are known as the wagon gates. There is 
reason to believe that there has been as much 
carelessness or dishonesty at other gates, and 
that the friends of guards and gatekeepers 
have not had much trouble in getting in. 
It is reported also that, as' might be ex- 
pected, men and boys manage to get over or 
through the seven miles of fence at various 
points and swell the attendance without swell- 
ing the receipts. 

Now that the directors know what is ‘going 
‘on it will not be difficult for them to stop the 
leaks, It may be. hard to guard thoreughly 
their fence, which should have been higher, 
or which should be adorned with bart-wire, 
but they certainly can see that the gatékeep- 
ers are much more honest or (careful. than 
they have been. Nothing is more demoraliz- 
ing than the knowledge that it is possible to 
get into a place like the Exposition without 
paying for it....Those who would otherwise 
buy their tickets without hesitation devote 
their energies to getting in undet the canvas; 
Many of those who have stolen jnto Jackson 
Park would not have paid to come in, but 
others would, so that these leaks have cost

THE COWBOY RACE TO CHICAGO. — 
The officers of the Illinois Humane Society 
have been deluged with lé¢tters of protest 


against the cowboy race from Chadron, Neb., 


to Chicago, which is understood to be ar- 


ferent portions of this State but from points 


scattered all over the country, and the’ 
writers are unanimous in making the request 
that the society use every possible means to 
prevent the perpetration of the proposed owt- 
rage on a large number of animals. The 
society has had the matter under udvisement 
ever since the race was firgt announced to 
have been decided on, but it did not wish to 
act hastily, especially as there was some 
reason to hope . the cruel “ptoject 
would be abandoned. The President, ° 
Mr. John G. Shortall, “endeavored to 
effect this quietly by appealing to the pro- 
moters through “Buffalo Bill” and his co- 
adjutor atthe Fair, Mr. Saulsbury. The 
managers of the Wild West show have gained 
hosts of friends in Europe, and were not 
averse to letting those friends see that they 
would be glad to ‘interpose in behalf of the 
humanitarian sentiment which is very strong 
in the Old World. But in spite of their coun- 
sels, and he understanding that the officials 
would endeavor to arrest the race at more 
than one point on the route, it is now reported 
that the committee has decided the event shall 
come off and the list of entrits shall be kept 
open to the last moment for the purpose of at- 
tracting a large number of contestants in the 
brutal exhibition, 

The President of the Illinois Humane So- 
ciety now considers it his duty to make a 
public appeal. to those conitemplating. par- 
ticipation in the race, and his letter will be 
found in another part of today’s Trisurm. It 
calls attention to the Illinois State law and 
the eity ordinance providing a heavy penalty 
for overloading, overdriving, cruelly beating, 
or torturing any animal, or knowingly allow- 
ing the same to be done. It states that ex- 
pert testimony will be furnished to the effect 
that, it is not possible to make #@ contest of 
endurance and speed between horses for fifty 
miles continuously without inflicting great 
suffering upon the contesting animals, and 
that when the distance is increased 
to seven hundred miles the _ result 
must be most cruel and intolerable to modern 
civilization. Hence this long; procession of 
struggle, agony, and death demands that 
the laws violated shall be enforced to the ut- 
termost. The letter states that such violation 
of law being “from hour to hour” the same in- 
dividual can be arrested repeatedly. It is 
fully intended to do this, and t© arrest and 
procure the punishment of all conspirators 
in and abettors of such violation of law 
equally with the principals. 

President Shortall names: this action as the 
last resort, but sincerely hopes this will not 
He appeals to those concerned 
to give up the race, “ like kind gentlemen and 
good citizens,’ and tells them it is easy for 
men who are brave and manly to withdraw. 
from a false position. He calls attention to 
the fact that the race ‘of. dast. siim- 
mer, between Berlin. and Vierna, a 
distance less’ than half that from 
Chadron to Chicago, in which many noble 
animals were ridden to death, has aroused a 
feeling of indignatigm. throughout the civ- 
ilized wotld, and. th . the proposed race in 
this country ‘is protested against with most 
impressive and emphatic forep. Hence he 
asks of them not to disgrace the United States 


by such a spectacle, but to come here and see . 


our great epitome of the civilization of the 
age, coming in such a way that they can be 
welcomed with open hands and admired. It 
is to be hoped this kindly advice will be 
heeded, If it be not the participants in the 
brutal contest cannot escape the storm of 
popular indignation which their persistence.

THE’ ABSOLUTE ZERO OF HEAT. 

It is asserted that the French physicist, M. 
Raoul Pictet, has succeeded in obtaining a 
temperature of 273 Centigrade degrees below 
zero, which is equal to 491 Fahrenheit de- 
grees below the melting point of ice, which 
less accurately is described as the freezing 
point of water. It is said he has done this by 
In the first he 
used a mixture of/ carbonic and sulphurous 
acids,.and by their evaporation attained a 
temperature of minus 110 Centigrade. In 


‘this he immersed a condenser in which the 


vapors of a still more volatile ‘liquid, protot- 
ide of nitrogen, or ethylene, were condensed, 
and thus reached minus 150 degrees. In 
the third well he obtained a descent to 
210, and in the fourth attained the 
stated limit of minus 273, “‘ beyond which he 
has not yet gone.”” In the third and fourth 
wells he used nitrogen, carbonic oxide, marsh 
gas, and atmospheric air under a pressure of 
forty atmospheres. The instruments with 
which the lower temperatures were measured 
were hydrogen thermometers, graduated by 
comparison with sulphurie ether igstruments. 
The results are stated to be surprising. Among 
them are the reduction of atmospheric air to 
a blue liquid and the obtaining of alcohol, 
ether, bromide. of ethyl, and chloroform in an 
absolutely pure state, 

It may- be observed that the lowe tem pera- 
tures here described ag having Been attained 
are those of absolute gero as long since fig- 
ured out theoretically from the measured 
rate of contraction of substancestaken as 
standard under observed reductions of tem- 
perature. But it has been héld there is good 
reason to believe that at the absolute zero the 
differentiation of chemical elements would 
disappear, the attraction of cohesion vanish, 
and about all the properties which distinguish 
different aggregations of atoms from each 
other be practically eliminated, Inasmuch 
as éhe several substances named above are 
referred to as if they preserved their identities 
at the low temperature reached the report 
reduces scientific men to the necessity 
of choosing between the two horns of a dilem- 
ma, if Pictet has made the statements credited 


to him. Either he was mistaken in his meas 


ures, and read the temperature at the lowest 
point as far below the actual, or some impor- 
tant views in regard to the constitution of mat- 
ter will have to be abandoned, and with them 
some supposed principles hitherto thought to 
be as little open to objection as the axiomata 
in geometry. So the conclusions aaid to have 
been arrived at by Pictet in regard to the 
minimum temperature obtainable and ob- 
tained by artificial means may be considered 
as remaining open to question till established * 
pepona reasonable doubt.

Not New-Yorkers 
alone but the people of the whofe country gen- 
erally are interested in the efficiency of this 
office. The truth of this statement is the more 
evident when you reflect that every foreign 
money ofder from any part Of the country and 
every registered parcel must pass through our 
hands and be recorded in the New York Post- 
office. In case of miscarriage our records fur- 
nish the sole clews for tracers. 

‘* What the postal service requires is rot so 
much qu uicker railroad transmission from city 
to city but some more expeditious method of 
collection ahd delivery. In all the larger 
cities the pneumatic tube system is, in my judg- 
ment, the thing that should be adopted. In 
comparison to this how cumbrous, slow, and 
antiquated will appear the present box to bor 
collection and mail wagon transit.”
